A man who is a busybody 
or a tattlez will never make a 
successful pastor. In ming- 
ling with all classes and hav- 
ing an equal interest, a pastor 
must know how to hold his 
tongue. A few words out of 
place often do untold harm. 

The manner in which a 
pastor conducts his business 
affairs has a great deal to do 
with his standing in the esti- 
mation of the people of the 
community;therefore it should 
be strictly consistent if he 
prizes his success in the work 
of the Lord. Not only 
should he be careful in keep- 
ing out of debt, but he should 
keep clear of any trading or 
trafficking that would cast a 
reflection on him as a minis- 
ter of the gospel. A trans- 
action that involves only a 
few cents may destroy your 
influence over a number of 
souls. 

A pastor should keep in 
close touch with all the affairs 
of his church. He should 
not be indifferent to any mat- 
ter that concerns the welfare 
of any of his flock. The 
Sunday School work should 
be especially encouraged, as 
also the weekly prayer meet- 
ings, and any outside work or 
cottage meetings should be 
made to account for as much 
good as possible. Personal 
work, such as visiting the 
homes of the people, calling 
on and praying for the sick, 
giving out tracts and inviting 
people to the services, should 
be used to good account. 

Dear Bro. Pasior, you can 
make a successful pastor. 
Determine that you will for 
the sake of the souls Jesus 
died to save. He will give 
you grace, wisdom and pow- 
er. Go at the work with 
new courage; Keep your eye
